Diagnosed with a 
rare form of cancer earlier in the 
year, Dineen died in a Cork 
hospice on Dec. 13 with Dockery, 
who turned 34 two days later, 
by his side. (Dineen would 
have been 35 the day after his 
Dec.l6fimeral.) 

“He was my king, my hero, 
my ever34hing,” she said in a 
eulogy at his funeral in the 
parish of Ballinora. Theirs was 
a true love story. Dineen fell for 
Dockery after being introduced 
by her Downfon costar Allen 
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Leech in 2013. ''John's charm was 
legendary/' Dockery said. "He 
had a presence that was electric." 
The pair became inseparable, 
spending time in Ireland and 
London. Though they preferred 
to keep their romance out of the 
spotlight, the actress gushed in 
late 2014: "I have a wonderful 
man in my life." 

After his diagnosis, Dineen 
reportedly went to Germany for 
experimental treatment, but it 
did not slow his disease. Before 
the funeral, Dockery— joined by 
Dineen's parents, Maria and 
Patrick, and her own— followed 
his coffin into the church of St. 
James, which is near his family's 
farm. "It's heartrending to see 
a young couple separated like 
this," a Cork official who 
attended the funeral tells People. 
"They had their whole lives in 
front of them."

Tamiflu does not treat or prevent illness that is caused by infections other than the flu virus, nor prevent 
bacterial infections that may happen with the flu. 

Tamiflu does not take the place of receiving a flu vaccination. Talk to your healthcare provider 
about when you should receive an annual flu vaccination. 

Who should not take Tamiflu? 



Do not take Tamiflu if you are allergic to oseltamivir phosphate or any ingredient in Tamiflu. 

Before you take Tamiflu, tell your healthcare provider if you: 

• have problems swallowing Tamiflu capsules 

• have kidney problems or any other medical conditions 

• have a history of fructose (fruit sugar) intolerance, because Tamiflu contains sorbitol that may cause 
upset stomach and diarrhea in people who are fructose intolerant 

• are pregnant or plan to become pregnant. It is not known if Tamiflu will harm your unborn baby 

• are breastfeeding or plan to breastfeed. It is not known if Tamiflu passes into your breast milk. You and 
your healthcare provider should decide if you will take Tamiflu while you are breastfeeding 

Tell your healthcare provider about all medicines you take, including prescription or over-the- 
counter medicines, vitamins, and herbal supplements.

Jessica's too-short life was not always 
a pretty picture, either, her parents 
admit.

and held down a 
job— Jessica had 
just started selling 
clothes at Goody's 
department store in nearby Batesville— 
she ran with a rough crowd and had a 
boyfriend, Travis Sanford, who was in 
prison on a burglary charge at the time 
of her murder. "Jessica wasn't a one- 
guy type of female, and I think she was 
making friends with the wrong people, 
with drug dealers," says ex-boyfriend 
Bryan Rudd. "But she did nothing that 
bad to get herself burnt alive." Says her 
father: "I begged her and begged her, 
'Jessica, nothing good is gonna come 
out of this kind of lifestyle.' " 

Authorities have questioned con- 
victed drug dealers in the area who may 
have been connected to Jessica as well 
as former boyfriends.

Says 
Ben: “The last six weeks 
before she died, she told me 
10 or 15 times, 'Everybody 
thinks Fm snitching because 
you work for the police.' ” 

Two peers who admitted 
to being questioned by police 
in Jessica's murder case— 

Denise Tutor and George 
Mister (a.k.a. Boone Mista)— 
darkly hinted at trouble with 
Jessica when they spoke to WMC 
Action News 5 in Memphis shortly 
after the crime. Tutor said police ques- 
tioned her about a text she sent Jessica 
two days before the murder. “We had 
our differences, ups and downs," Tutor 
said. As for Mister, he said, “A lover's 



quarrel. That's what they questioned 
about." Asked about the duo. Cham- 
pion says that aside from Alsanai, Rudd 
and Sanford, “no one's been 
eliminated" as a suspect.

As Jessica's family waits for 

all the questioning to yield 
answers, her mother says 
she still isn't ready to accept 
that Jessica, who told her 
mom in her last known call 
that she'd be home soon to 
clean up her room, will 
never keep that promise. “1 
still text her phone," says Lisa. “1 write 
her, T love you to the moon and back, 
my sweet, precious angel. 1 miss you.' "

I t was early on a Saturday morning in September 2002 when 
forensic pathologist Dr. Bennet Omalu arrived at work to 
find legendary Pittsburgh Steelers lineman Mike Webster's 
corpse laying atop his cold, metal autopsy table. Since re- 
tiring from the NFL, the Hall of Famer's life had descended 
into a dark, hopeless spiral of physical and psychological tur- 
moil. Omalu, who knew ''practically nothing" about football 
but plenty about the brain, wanted to understand why. "I talk 
to my 'patients,' " explains Omalu, recalling how he stood above 
the lifeless body of Webster, 50, who had lived in his truck and 
suffered from dementia before dying of a heart attack. "So I

His 
widow, Lisa, works at the 
Boston University CTE Center. 
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said, 'Mike, Fm Dr. Bennet. I think you suffered 
from brain damage. I think you are sick. But you 
need to help me because I don't know what Fm 
looking for. You need to guide me.' " 

The odyssey that Webster took him on— a sto- 
ry now being told in the feature film Concussion, 
starring Will Smith as Omalu— ultimately led the 
Nigerian-born neuropathologist to become the 
first person to connect football head injuries to the 
degenerative brain disease now known as chronic 
traumatic encephalopathy (CTE). Naturally, he 
assumed the NFL would have a vested interest in 
how "repeated sub-concussive blows to the head 
can cause microscopic injuries to the brain." Those 
injuries can, in turn, lead to a range of nightmarish 
symptoms, including depression, drug abuse, sui- 
cidal behavior and mood changes. 

But Omalu could not have been more wrong. 
Not only was the NFL not interested in what he'd 
discovered, but they spent nearly a decade attack- 
ing his reputation, discrediting his research efforts 
and demanding a retraction when his findings 
finally became public. "They went after me, the 
messenger," says Omalu, the San Joaquin, Calif., 
chief medical examiner and a professor at the Uni- 
versity of California, Davis. "But I fought back." 

Omalu grew up in civil war- torn Nigeria, one of 
seven siblings in a family that "believed so much 
in education." His mother was a seamstress; his fa- 
ther, who studied mining engineering in England, 
was one of the first people in his village to attend 
college. "My last name simply means 'Let he who 
knows come forward and speak,' " says Omalu, 



who started medical school when he was 15. 

Omalu arrived in America in 1994 ("1 was con- 
vinced it was the only place where 1 could be my- 
self") to complete an epidemiology fellowship at 
the University of Washington. Later, he went to 
work for the coroner's office in Pittsburgh, where 
he also studied neuropathology, earning eight ad- 
vanced degrees along the way. 

Three years after he had initially examined 
Webster, Omalu published his first scientific pa- 
per citing the "deposits of abnormal proteins" he'd 
found deep inside the lineman's brain and proving 
that to be the cause of Webster's tragic decline. 
Omalu has since studied the brains of nearly 40

NFL players. “All of them except one,” he says, 
have tested positive for CTE. 

Not surprising, “football dad” Will Smith, whose 
son. Trey, 23, was a star player at Oaks Christian 
High School in Westlake Village, Calif., was 
initially reluctant to take a role in the 
controversial project. But after meet- 
ing Omalu, Smith says, “I was blown 
away. ... I felt I had to be a part of 
this and BenneFs quest for the 
truth.” Since then he and Omalu, a 
married father of two, have become 
“very good friends.” Adds Smith, 
who received a Golden Globe nomi- 
nation for his role: “This is a man who 
struggled and suffered to tell the truth.” 

Thirteen years after that Saturday morning 
in 2002, the NFL has finally endorsed that truth. 
Last April the league agreed to settle a class action 
lawsuit to provide up to $5 million to any retired 
player with serious medical conditions linked to 
repeated head traumas. Still, their concession 
has come at a heavy price to Omalu, who says the 
personal and professional attacks by the NFL and 
their physicians left him “bruised and battered.” 
“Fm not against football,” insists Omalu, who 
admittedly “recoils” whenever he watches the 
game. “I just think people need to know the risks 
involved. They need to know the truth.” •

In recent weeks Dr. Onnalu 
expanded his conversation 
about concussions in an 
Op-Ed piece for The New 
York Times— where he 
wrote that parents should 
not get to decide whether 
their kids play football. 

“Our children are nninors 
who have not reached the 
age of consent,” he writes, 
adding that we should “wait 
for our children to grow 
up,” then provide thenn, 
as adults, with infornnation 
on the risks involved 
and “let them make their 
own decisions.” 

In light of the 13 high 
school football deaths 
this school year alone, 
Bennet may have a point— 
although its a bittersweet 
one for Bob and Lisa 
Gfeller and Shamikka 
Cameron, whose boys were 
high school football players 
who died playing the game 
they loved. “He didn’t 
suffer,” says Cameron of 
her 16-year-old son Tyrell, 
who collided with another 
player during his school’s 
season opener on Sept. 4 
in Franklin Parish, La., and 
died of a broken neck and 



internal bleeding. 

Bob Gfeller is grappling 
with equally painful 
memories. “I have a 
slideshow in my mind 
of what happened,” he 
recalls of the horrible night 
in August 2008 when 
his son Matthew, 1 5, was 
knocked unconscious from 
a helmet-to-helmet hit in 
Winston-Salem, N.C., and 
died two days later. “I can 
see all the images from the 
minute I saw him on the 
ground to the minute we 
left the hospital. It’s terrible, 
and I don’t want people 
to go through this.” 

Bob is working hard 
to ensure exactly that. 
Together, he and Lisa 
created the Matthew 
Gfeller Sport-Related 
Traumatic Brain Research 
Center at the University of 
North Carolina at Chapel 
Hill, where top doctors 
and researchers in the 
field are exploring ways 
to make the game safer at 
the high school level. ‘A 
lot of people say the work 
we’re doing is going to kill 
football,” says researcher 
Dr. Christopher Whitlow. 
“But it’s really the work that 
could save football.”

Find 
the femininity in your own voice.' '' The 
key, he says, was "this idea that Lili was 
born Lili. Society and her notion of 
what was right in that period meant 
she had a forced masculinity.'' And so 
when Lili first began to transition, as 
shown in Gerda's early paintings of her 
in wigs and wearing bright lipstick, 
"there was almost an affectation to her 
femininity. Some of the trans women I 
spoke to talked about this phase of 
hyperfemininization, when you're 
wearing too much makeup or clothes 
that are too feminine.'' 

"Eddie's dedication is unbelievable,'' 
says Hooper. "When he returned to 
the set right after the Oscars, he 
talked about the weekend for maybe 
three minutes and then said, 'Well, we 
should get back to it.' He's 
the most extraordinarily 
humble person.''

Carson, the third of four children, grew up in New 
York City and Gainesville, Fla., where her dad 
taught journalism. 

Performing was always the most fun I could 
ever have. I started doing theater in second grade, 
Fiddler on the Roof, and I knew that's what I 
wanted to do. I had a very charmed life and up into 
my mid-20s, lots of joy. And then in 1997, 1 started 
to have a series of nervous breakdowns. Real seri- 
ous nervous breakdowns. It was like being in the 
haunted house at the fair. Sheer terror. 

In 1996 Carson was cast as the girlfriend of Frig 
La Salle on ER. 

The first person who told me I was bipolar was 
\ER producer] John Wells in 1997. There was an 
emotional scene when my character was giving 
birth, and I had gotten too swept away. I don't 
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At the nfallkof her success, Lisa Nicole Carson 
charn^d\auaiences as Calista Flockhart's viva- 
cious #oornm^e and fellow lawyer onAllyMcReal, 
one/f the Dullest TV shows of the late '90s. 
Oiycreen sl^ ws the confident counterpart to 
F^Dckhart's ^igl^ty attorney— but behind the 
jfenes Carson"^^® was spinning out of control as 
Ihe struggled wmlipolar disorder. From 1997 to 
2004 she suffered ''too many breakdowns to 
count," she says. One, at a Manhattan hotel in 
2000, made headlines. "I remember glass break- 
ing," says Carson. "Yelling. Screaming. Full-blown 
hysteria. Like being in the middle of a horror film." 
She woke up, confused and frightened, in a psychi- 
atric ward. It was a pattern that repeated itself 
until shortly before her contract for 
the hit show was not renewed. 

"When you lose your mind," she says, 

"it's as traumatic as it sounds." 

Opening up in depth for the first 
time about the mental illness that 
nearly shattered her life and her career, 

Carson says even her castmates didn't 
know what had happened to her. 
"Sometimes I feel like people are sur- 
prised I am alive," says Carson, 46. Adds 
her older brother Lester Carson: "It's a 
testament to her strength that she never 
gave up trjdngto get better." Now stable 
and living quietly in Hollywood, where 
she's auditioning and hopes to resume 
her acting career, she says, "It's a high 
risk for me to be open. But what hap- 
pened to me was so big that maybe it's my 
path to share it. The best part is getting to 
the place where I feel comfortable com- 
ing out of the shadows and the shame and 
humiliation. I hope I can help people."

think the other cast members knew what was 
going on. John saw the extra layer. He and my 
agent sent me to a psychiatrist who told me I had 
bipolar disorder. I had never heard of it. I was 
young and silly and thought the whole notion was 
ridiculous, so I just ignored it. 

Later that year, she had her first psychotic break- 
down at a party in New Orleans. 

I remember something rubbed me the wrong 
way and that was my last lucid moment. It's hard 
for me to recall details. I remember screaming, 
things being knocked over, pulling down a curtain. 
Then I was walking down the streets of New 
Orleans dancing, and it was raining. I had a back- 
less dress on. and I ended up a stranger's house 
with four guys and asked if I could hang out. We 
listened to music and then laid down to sleep. One 
guy tried to make out with me, but nobody attacked 
me. If somehow they read this, I want to thank 
them for not hurting me. The next morning I con- 
tinued to parade the streets in my mania. I called 
a friend because in my mind, I was partying like 
you'd never believe, but in reality I was having a 
nervous breakdown. My friend flagged down cops, 
and an ambulance took me to Charity Hospital. 

Her father had her transferred to an East Coast 
psychiatric ward, where she spent several weeks. 

I was in complete denial. There was no history 
of it in my family. They were trying to flgure out 
what to do. I didn't understand what the hell had 
happened to me. Afterward I was on lockdown in 
my apartment in Harlem. Everybody moved in 
and watched me. After I was home for a few 
months, my mom, who was then my manager, told 
me I had to snap out of it, that I had to go to work— 
that AZZyMc^eaZ was the big one. 

I had been recognized for some of my Aims, Love 
Jones and Devil in a Blue Dress with Denzel Wash- 
ington. But when AZZyMc^eaZ took off, I had never 
even dreamed of that kind of fame. I loved it. I 
drank it up like lemonade. One Oscar night we were 
invited to the Elton John party. It was walking dis- 
tance to the Vanity Fair party. Whitney Houston 
walked by and said, ''Lisa Nicole, I love you girl!" 
and I said, "Whitney, I love you too. Why can't I get 
in there?" and she said, "That's Lisa Nicole, let her 
in," and I strolled on in to the Vanity Fairpdwt^, and 
I said, "Lord Jesus, Whitney Houston, let me in." 

She experienced more mania than depression and 
often took her family on shopping sprees. 

For many years when I would have break- 
downs, I would have euphoric experiences. I 
would go off into this heightened state of beauty 
and love and lust. Then I would wake up in the 
hospital. It's like your whole body and your mind 
is taken over, and Lisa is gone. There were times 
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after a breakdown I barely knew my name. I would 
have to relearn my phone number, my address and 
my bank account. 

In 2000 her disruptive behavior at a Manhattan 
hotel sparked rumors of drug use. 

It was devastating to have people talk about 
me that way. Fve never done hard drugs. My life 
was unraveling, and I retreated. I did not want to 
be medicated. I had not accepted I had an illness. 
The realization that something is wrong with you 
mentally is a hard thing to wrap yourself around. 

A few weeks later, she returned to Ally McBeal. 

Everyone was very sweet to me. I was mortified, 
but I stuck my chin up. I was so raw and so inse- 
cure and [show creator] David E. Kelley was warm 
and supportive. I busted my butt and worked hard. 
And then in 2001, 1 got the call: ''We're not renew- 
ing your contract." Probably because it was too 
much bad press, too many rumors. I cried for a 
week. I don't harbor any ill feelings because at the 
time, people didn't understand it. It was scary to 
everyone— even scarier to me. 

For the next year, she lived in the Hollywood Hills, 
bewildered by her illness. 

I have been to many psychiatric wards— some 



that are pretty horrific and some that are posh. I 
was so out of touch with reality that how I was liv- 
ing didn't shock or horrify me. The state of my 
mind was far more horrific than my surroundings. 
Then in 2004 I had a breakdown that was 
extremely dark and scary, the most terrified I have 
ever been. I heard voices telling me God is dead. I 
walked all night, wandering the streets of L.A., and 
I collapsed at a grocery store. I was rushed to a 
hospital, thrown down on a padded fioor, and then 
someone squatted over my back and held me 
down and injected me with medication. When I 
finally got out of the hospital, I decided that what- 
ever was going on in my life had to take second 
place. I had to take my medication regularly and 
fight this with everything I am. 

She returned to New York to he with her mom, 
who died of cancer in 2011, and lived off her savings 
and proceeds from the sale of her Hollywood house. 

I went through years of real sadness. I felt like I 
had a scarlet letter. I must have gained about 100 
lbs. Some of that was due to the medication. I tried 
every medication until I found the right one. Some 
have made me comatose, almost bedridden. I 
withdrew from society. I also ate my way through
